SHELBY M. CXJLLOM. 
Shelby Moore Cullom, senator from 
Illinois in the United States lenate 
since 18 8 3, is to have the fight of bis 
life for reelection and under condi­ 
tions entirely new In the state. 
In 
speak ing of the 
coming contest a 
Washington correspondent says, the 
friends of the grand old man, who 
look s lik e and has some of the char­ 
acteristics of Lintoin, says ne will 
win out. For the first time in the 
history of Illinois a senatorial toga 
is to be disposed of at a general pri­ 
mary. 
This means that next year 
Senator Cullom must virtually secure 
his new commission, if at all, from 
the people. The new law provides for 
a primary the last Saturday in April, 
1906, and the candidates now have 
something less than a year In which to 
mak e the fight. It will undoubtedly 
be a little hard on Senator Cullom to 
see the end of the campaign approach 
during 
the 
long 
session 
of 
congress when important 
matters 
will require his attention in Washing­ 
ton, and it is not believed the senator 
will abandon his post even to repair 
his political fences. He is chairman 
of the important committee on for: 
eign relations, and one of the bard 
work ing members of the committees 
on appropriations and interstate com­ 
merce, and his absence from the 
senate would be seriously felt. 
His long career in the senate has 
made him a conspicuous figure and 
bis friends believe be will easily win 
over Richard Yates, who, thus far, is 
the only open candidate for the place. 
There has been some gossip about 
Ool. Frank O. Lowden, who made 
a good 
fight and lots of friends 
a year ago as candidate for the guber­ 
natorial nomination. Senator Cullom 
supported Lowden for governor and it 
is said that Col. Lowden will not con­ 
test the senatorship with Mr. Cullom. 
Senator Cullom has been a conspicu­ 
ous figure In pubUc life since 1856 
when he was elected to the Illinois 
legislature of which body in 1861, and 
1873 he was speak er. He was elected 
to the 29 tb, 40th and 41st congresses; 
placed Grant in nomination at the 
Philadelphia convention 18 72; chair­ 
man of the Illinois delegation to the 
convention of 18 8 4; elected governor of 
his state In 1876 and again in 18 8 0, 
succeeding himself and resigned Feb­ 
ruary 5,18 8 3, having been elected to 
the United States senate to succeed 
David Davis. 
Senator Cullom has 
served continuously since that timet 
bit fourth term expiring Mtrcb 3,1907.

Ok ak ura Kak uzo, a Japanese artist 
and critic, writing In the International 
Quarterly, says they point to a surv ival 
from very’ ancient Clunese methods, 
when tea leaves “were steamed, crush­ 
ed In a mortar, made Into a cak e anti 
boiled together with riee, ginger, salt, 
orange i>eel, spices, milk ami some­ 
times with onions!” 
Ok ak ura tells also of the work of 
LuwiiU, the poet, who in the eighth 
century became the first apostle of tea 
and wrote in tliree volnim's and ten 
chapters 
the 
“Chak ing,” 
or 
“Holy 
Scripture of Tea.” 
Lnwuh instituted 
the code of tea and is boroiae the tute­ 
lary god of Chinese merchants of the 
leaf. 
According to this master, the luouu- 
tain spring rurnishes the best water, 
then come river water an<] ¡» lain spring 
water. There are tliree stages of boil­ 
ing. Tlie cak e tea is rousted before the 
fire “until it becomes soft, lik e a baby's 
arm,” tmd Is shredded into powder be­ 
tween pieces of fine paper. Salt is i>ut 
In the fii-at boll, tlie tea in the second. 
At the tliird boil a dipporful of cold 
water Ls i» oured Into the k ettle ..o settle 
the tea and revive “the youth of the 
water.” 
Then the beverage is poured 
into cups. 
It was of such a beverage that Lo- 
tung, another poet, wrote: “'fhe first 
cup mol?*tens my Ups and throat, the 
second cup break s my lonelluess, the 
third cup searches my barren entrail 
bnt to find therein some 5,(XK) volumes 
of odd ideographs. 
The fourth cup 
raises a slight perspiration — all the 
wrong of life passes away through my 
pores. 
At the fifth cup I am purified; 
toe ^Ixth cu^ callg jme to thg realm j f 
the Immortals. 
The seventh cup-^ah, 
bnt I could tak e no more!” 
“Tea b e ^ n gs

as a beveriige.” Also It has had rituals, 
ceremonies and philosophies. In Japan 
It became “the religion of the art of 
life,” and “tlie tea room was an oasis 
In the dreary waste of existence.” This 
was In the fifteenth century, and the 
philosophy of Teaism which then arose 
is deaerihw?d as “a cult founded on the 
adoration of the beautiful among the 
sordid facts of everyday existence. It 
inculcate.^ purity and harmony, the 
mystery of mutual charity, the roman- 
tlcl.sm of the social order.” 
“Strangely enough,” says Ok ak ura, 
“humanity has so far met In the tea­ 
cup. It is the only Asiatic ceremonial 
which commands 
universal respect. 
The white man has scoflfed at our re­ 
ligion and our morals, bnt has accepted 
the brown beverage without hesitation. 
Tlie afternoou tea is now an Important 
function in western society.”

Speek-Sternbu rg, the German 
am bassador at W ashington, has had 
with President Roosevelt, and the ca­ 
ble correspondence between the ambas­ 
sador and tbe foreign office here, has 
resu lted in tbe president and emperor 
finding that they have identical views 
on the su bject of peace, and are nearly 
of the same opinion as to the method 
of drawing Ru ssian and Japan into ne­ 
gotiations. 
The joint view appeared 
to be that others, inclu ding France 
and Great Britain, ou ght to be left 
ou t, becau se to be su re of a commu ni­ 
ty of views among all wou ld lie a slow 
and cu mbersome bu siness, and wou ld 
impress Ru ssia as taking on the char­ 
acter of ou tside pressu re. 
This is precisely what, as tbe As­ 
sociated Press is informed. President 
Roosevelt and Emperor William wish 
to avoid. 
They wanted the emperor 
of Ru ssia to take the initiative, and 
sou ght only that be shou ld avail him­ 
self of the United States and German 
governments as instru m ents for mak­ 
ing the first step toward peace easier. 
The u nderstanding here is that Em­ 
peror Nicholas went so far as to say 
to Ambassador Meyer that he wou ld 
like to know what Japan’s terms wou ld 
be. 
This inqu iry was not to be con­ 
stru ed as asking for peace, bu t only 
as telling friends that before taking 
so grave a step on their advice the 
Ru ssian 
government might properly 
and natu rally desire to know throu gh 
those 
friends how 
Japan regarded 
peace. 
Japan, it is believed in government 
qu arters here, will be relu ctant to lay 
down specific peace conditions — far 
more relu ctant than at any stage of 
the w ar—becau se preparation has been 
made to carry the campaign to Ru s­ 
sian territory, take Vladivostok and 
Harbin, and then exclu de Ru ssia from 
the Pacific. Unless her high conditions 
ore complied with this is a cru de ex­ 
pression of what is thou ght to be Ja ­ 
pan’s immediate policy. 
Rome, Ju ne 9.—According 
to 
The 
Giornale di Italia It is asserted in polit­ 
ical circles that the Italian government 
ha« added its efforts to those of the 
United States in offering good offices 
to Ru ssia with a view to peace. There 
is no dou bt that the government, press 
and pu blic of Italy are in favor of 
peace, and are pleased with Initiative 
taken by President Roosevelt.
